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Pelham group resettling Syrian refugees

plagued Syria for five years, 
leaving millions of people 
displaced in neighbouring 
countries. There are more 
than four million registered 
Syrian refugees according 
to the United Nations High 
Commissioner for Refugees 
(UNHCR) and the govern¬ 
ment of Turkey. The need 

growing and Canadians are 


helping hand. 

The Pelham Syrian Ref¬ 
ugee Constituent Group 
(PSRCG) was formed in 
December with the goal of 
relocating two Syrian refu¬ 
gee families to Niagara. 

"Because of the humani¬ 
tarian crisis, it’s so evident 
right now, there are so many 
who are in such desperate 
straits,” said group co-chair 
Lyn Taylor about choosing to 
resetde Syrians refugees. 

"You think about the peo¬ 
ple who are making the deci¬ 
sion to put their children 
onto a boat in terrible envi- 


horrifying to think about,” 

Fellow co-chair Rhonda 
Baker said many people 
feel that helping one family 
doesn’t make a difference, 
but she believes it does make 
a difference — every little bit 

The Canadian government 
has made a pledge to bring in 
25,000 refugees from Syria. 

“The government has 
asked the churches to 
respond to this ... the 
churches have a long his¬ 
tory of sponsoring refugees,” 
said Rev. Garry Van Bruchem 


of FonthiU United Church. 
“They were around for the 
Cambodian boat people, or 
people from Bosnia. So this 
is something churches do.” 

The Pelham group com¬ 
prises 12 members from the 
community and four Pelham 
churches. It is working with 
the United Church of Can¬ 
ada to sponsor two families 
with five to seven members 
in each family. 

PSRCG is pursuing the 
Blended Visa Office Refer¬ 
ral Refugee program. It is a 
cost-sharing arrangement 
between the group and Cit¬ 
izenship and Immigration 


Canada. The local group will 
provide one-half of monthly 

and the Canadian govern¬ 
ment will pay the remaining 
half. 

PSRCG plans to raise 
$50,000 to pay for startup 
costs involved when settling 
a family. The funds will pay 
for housing, food, utilities 
and any housewares. Once 
the group has raised $13,000, 
an application for sponsor¬ 
ship can be completed for 
the first family.

Southern Ontario border agents busy in late 2015

Border officers seized more guns in 
southern Ontario in the last of half of 
2015 than anywhere else in Canada. 

According to a news release issued 
Tuesday, Canada Border Services Agen¬ 
cy seized 163 guns and 348 prohibited 
weapons in its southern Ontario region 
during that time frame. 

On July21,forexample,four handguns 
and an assault rifle were seized from a 
Toronto resident at Rainbow Bridge. 

All told, 28 firearms and 32 prohib¬ 
ited weapons were seized at Rainbow 

More than 30 firearms and 105 pro¬ 
hibited weapons were seized the Peace 
Bridge inFort Erie in the last half of2015 
and border officers at the Queenston- 
Lewiston Bridge seized 11 firearms and 
15 prohibited weapons. 

“Our officers work diligently to pro¬ 


tect the safety and security of Canadi¬ 
ans,” Rick Comerford, regional director 
general of CBSA’s southern Ontario re¬ 
gion, said in the release. 

BorderagentsattheQueenston-Lewis- 
ton Bridge in October 2015 seized unde¬ 
clared porcelainoriginatingfromChina 
with a value of more than $31,000. 

Undervalued paintings valued at 
$44,654were seized in October. 

The CBSA’s southern Ontario region, 
which includes Niagara Falls, Fort Erie, 
London and Windsor, seized more than 
$100,000 worth of undeclared art and 
china and $1.8 million in cash. 

There were also five jewelry seizures 
at the Queenston-Lewiston Bridge in¬ 
cluding one in November when jewel¬ 
ry with a declared value of $3,200 was 
determined to have an actual value of 
$12,400. 

Officers made678drug seizures in the 
last half of2015,induding26 cocaine sei¬ 
zures totalling nearly 84 kilograms.

What makes the First Baptist Church 
of Welland stand the test of time is its 

nity, members say. 

The church celebrated its 160th an¬ 
niversary last Friday. 

Pastor Rene Brochu said when he 
began working at the church in 2001 
there were only about 40 members. 
But through hard work, he and his team 
have managed to increase that to about 
140 members. 

Brochu said being active and willing 
to share and serve the city of Welland 
has assisted with the increase of mem- 

“By making available ministries, such 
as hiringayouth worker. Allowingpeo- 
ple to have freedom to bring new ideas 
and implement them for families” has 
helped, Brochu said. 

Part of this involves creating social 
activities people want to participate 
in. The church hosts events including 
movie nights, fitness programs and 
Spanish services. 

Youth outreach and worship director 
Nolan Beni said what also increased 
participation is building a group fam¬ 


ily feeling. 

“Alot ofyouth in the area come from 
broken homes and things like that. So 
to help build that family element to it 
has really helped,” Beni said. 

What makes the church unique, ac¬ 
cording to Beni and co-pastor Sergio 
Espinoza, is how multicultural it is. 

Espinoza said since joining the 
church in 2003 he has noticed people 
from all different backgrounds join- 
ingin. 

Espinoza, originally from Mexico, 
saw a need for a Spanish service. In 
2006 he started the Spanish church 
service, Saturdays at 7 p.m. 

Although the church wasn’t multi¬ 
cultural when it began, Espinoza said it 
has always been a welcoming venue. 

The First Baptist Church was found¬ 
ed Feb. 12,1856 and moved three times. 
The first location was on Church 
Street in Merrittville, now known as 
Welland. 

The church finally settled at 165 Syd¬ 
ney Place 46 years ago. The location 
was changed to accommodate an ev¬ 
er-growing congregation. In 1958, the 
church had about 300 members.
